THE PORK PACKING INDUS- 
TRY. 


The Provincial government is 
beginning to move in regard to 
the pork packing industry, and. 
meetings are being held. and 
quite a smoke kicked up to nake 
the farmers: think something is 
being done. An article in another 
eolumn from the Edmonton 
Bulletin gives an account of how 
they do things in Denmark, and 
says the government there. takes 
‘‘no part nor lot in the. matter 
aside from assisting in sccuring 
proper transportation facilities. 
and in finding markets for the}. 
product,’? and thinks Alberta’s 
government might do something 
of the samekind. How kind of 
them to do so mnch for the far- 
mers, who have to put up. their 
own. plant, work and. operate, it, 
aud if there is a loss they mustibe: 
the losers. Even in Denmark 
they do more than this, because 
the government guarantees the 
bonds to erect the plant and 
money is therefore secured fora 


‘little over three per cent,and they 


help them in many other ways. 
The.government is so afraid of 
hurting the feelings of the pack- 
ing companies and trusts. 
different to the- government of 
Manitoba. There the government 
is:making an effort: for govern- 
ment owned-elevatorsa;in. the in- 
terests of the: farmers; because 
grain growing:is. their great in- 
dustry. Even Alberta’s govern- 
ment ia taking a greater interest 
in.this question than in the. pork 
packing and cold storage. ‘ques-||’ 


tions, which are of so vital‘an:in- 
terest to the settler in northern 


Alberta. -If we had a pork. pavk- 
ing plant to take all the-pork far- 
mers could raise, at a fair price, 
there would be little grain to ex- 
port-from this-part of the country 
as. it would ail be fed on the farm 
and realize to the farmertwice as 
much as it does now. Butif the 
government has “‘no part nor lot’”’ 


‘in the matter except to assist in 


transportation and markets, it 
is not likely much will ever be 
done in the enterprise.

ness with the Government. 

Tone patronage committee 
naving made the liat of men-to be 
favored, this document is issued 
to the various departmental 
officera concerned. in the giving 
of orders. 

No employe is permitted to buy 


outside of the patronage list. > 
Action of this kind is treason to 


the party, and’ is followed by 
unpleasant consequences. 

The system it will be observed 
is potent as a political engine, © 

It-appeals to cupidity. 

It furnishes the means for the 
carrying on of political work, 
legal and i!’ezal. 

In a word, ‘it. draws, from the 
people; the. meney with which 
they are. cheated ‘or bribed. 

It was a pleasant surprise 
when it was declared that this 
iniquity would be stopped. 

But:those among us who know 
how powerful the forces for evil 
at Ottawa are, feared that there- 
form would never become oper- 
ative. 

And the expectations of these 
observers are being realized. 

The forward step is too drastic 
for the: working: politicians, and 
has called:forth:a protest which 
we. may be sure, will not: pass 
unheeded, The Liberal party 
caunot reform: until its personnel 
has been changed and the ele- 
ment now in the ascendancy has 
been suppressed.—Toronto Mail.

The Bastille as a prison was appar- 


ently better. kept: and: cleaner than 


elther Bicetre or the Chatelet, and im- 
prisonment within its walls did not, it 
would seem, dishonor the prisoner: or 
his- family, <A great many prisoners 
were charged: 28 mad, and under this 
elastic term, the violent maniac, the 
ambitious madman, the young. spend- 
thrift, the megalomaniac, the reacher 
for the philosopher’s stone or the se- 
cret of. perpetual motion—all these 
tiresome persons might be and were 
included. 

How, then, did. these prisoners live? 
In the underground cells or. dungeons, 
as.in the cells in the towers, the prison- 
ers. were. on bread and water, as a rule, 
In the other rooms in the main bulld- 
ing three meals were served a day, with 
drinkable wine—“vin potable.” In cer- 
tain cases, according to the quality 
and distinction of. the: prisoner, he 
might supplement. the, meager. furni- 
ture of, his:prison and. get.a. provision 
of: books. Very; favored persons: were 
allowed their own servant if he would 
consent: voluntarily. to: undergo. con- 
finement: - Voltaire: began: to write the

_ MARINE SCANDALS. 


Further Inquiries ‘Into the 
Department That Has No. 
Conscience. : 


Ottawa, Dec. 19, 1908. : 

-. The Cassels inquiry:resumed a 

Ottawa on Wednesday, has made 
‘some progress, but leaves much 
to-be learned of greater impor- 
tance than the matters disclosed. 
The Court spent most of the first 
day in pursuit of a payment of 
$500 sent by the Polson Company 
of Toronto to Commander Spain 
who'-was then in Victoria, B,C. 
Mr. ? Spain- admitted that the 
money. was-: sent. him. by ‘Mr. 
Polson::‘by wire, but declared that 
Mr., Polson sent it to be invested 
by Spain in land at Fort Simpson, 
whither the Commander expected 
to go with Mr. Prefontaine. He 
did not go to Simpson,and swears 
that he returned to’ Mr. Polson in 
Toronto a few wecks later the 
very- money he had ‘ received. 
But the Polson firm books set 
forth that the $500 was charged 
as a firm account to disburse- 
ments, and that there is no record 
of repayment. Mr. Polson is dead 
and the officers of the firm could 
throw no light on the matter. 


THIS IS LARGER GAME, 


While pursuing this subject; 
government counsel ran ‘into 
several large payments by -the 
firm to what is called ‘‘special’’ 
account. These payments were 
made .in cheques payable to 
“eash.’”. Mr. Tindall, treasurer of 
the~ Polson Company,. testified 
that he -drew the cheques, and 
sometimes took out the money, 
giving either the cheque or the 
money to the late F. B. Polson. 


-| At. this time Mr. J. B. Miller 


practically owned the. Polson 
business, and Mr. Polson was the 
manager with a share in the pro- 
fits. The strange. thing is-that 
neither the treasurer, Mr. Jeffrey 
the secretary, or Mr. Miller him- 
self, who supplied the money, 
knew. what became of these sums. 
Mr. Miller was asked: : 
“epee you ever ask Polson about 
it? 
. “IT may have asked him, but I 
never got an answer if I did.” 

‘Were you content: to let it go 
at that?”? beyon se 

‘*Yes,-I trusted Mr. Polson.’’ 

Now these payments included 
$4,000 on the 80th of October, 
1904, and $10,000 on the 18th. 
When it is remembered _ that the 
Vominion elections took place 
November 8rd, 1904, and that be- 
tween September, 1902, and Jan- 
uary, 1905, the: Department of 
Marine paid the firm $686,456, it 
would appear that: these matters 
were as well worth investigation 
as Commander Spain’s $500. 


CAREFULLY AVOIDED THESE. 


There were further payments 
shortly. before the local election of 
1905. All these payments of cash 
were charged as ‘“‘special,’’ and 
there is nothing in- the books of 
the firm to show to what they 
went ‘for. 
cidental questions witha view to 
find out‘whether the money was 
used to bribe officers of the 
department, the - government 
counsel made no attempt to follow 
this matter up. It was shown that 
the Polson firm was paid $124,400 
for building the Vigilant cruiser, 
when there was another offer in at 
$86,000. Mr. Miller believed ‘that 
the other offer was for a smaller 
boat, but no specifications were 
produced. If the prices were for. 
different boats, there was.no com- 
petition. Again the Polsons were 
paid $45,400 for repairs'on the 
‘Aberdeen, while their tender was 
$17,000. All the rest was extras. 
There was an engine bought from 
this firm afa much higher price 
than another tender. All these 
transactions went on. while the 
firm was issuing cheques at elec- 
tion times: payaole to cash, with- 
out the books showing the con- 
sideration or who got the money. 


This was less than five years ago, |. 


and to-day no member or officer 
of the firm can explain these 
transactions, though the main 
shareholder says that the business 
has not been profitable,and would 
therefore call for careful account- 
ing. But the Cassels commission 
‘is not following up these matters. 


INTERESTING INQUIRY STOPPED. 


R.. O. Mackay, of Hamilton, 
testified that. he had received 
$7,500 for the use of the steamer: 
“‘Golspie,’’ delivering lighthouse 
He had 
‘offered tne:service for $5,800, but 
the offer was not-accepted, so he 
raised the amount by $1,700, and 
got the larger sum. Here, too,the 
government counsel suddenly 
lost interest. Mr. Mackay started 
to- explain that when he ‘was 
seeking the larger price he enlist- 
ed the services of Mr. Zimmer- 
man, Liberal member for Ham- 
ilton. Mr. Perrin, who was ex- 
amining him, told the witness he 
‘did not want to hear anything 
‘about that, and the political end 
of the business was cut out. But 
to the public it isa matter of some 
interest to know how far the pol- 
iticians manage the department 
in these matters. 


A PLUMBING ACCOUNT.

‘supplied the Marine Department} 
sinte 1904 with goods and ser- 
‘vices costing $27,000. Incident- 
ally, he. fitted up a house in 
Ottawa for the Commissioner of 
Lights, who paid. him $2,400 for 
supplies and services. He says 
this bill was paid in full, but not 
until after this investigation 
began, when the account was 
some three years old. A govern- 
ment officer.on a salary of $2,400 
who. can: afford to spend that 
amount on plumbing and hard- 
ware in refitting his house is not 
unfortunate. . 


A CONTRACT RAISED $55 PER DAY. 


A still more interesting, in- 
quiry was that into the contract 
of Halliday Bros. of Quebec. 
They had a boat‘called the ‘‘King 
Edward,’’ which the government 
engaged in 1904 for conveying 
supplies for the light service in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Jas. 
Halliday offered it for $200 per 
day. The department thought 
this was unreasonable, and pro- 
posed $125 per day. This offer 
was promptly accepted by the 
owners of the ship, who signed a 
contract'on May 31st for $3,750 
a month for the season, 
“King Edward” was recéiving 
$8,000 for the season, or $50 per 
day, from the government for 
carrying mails, and was also en- 
gaged in a regular traffic business 
the contract price appeared to be 
generous. But Mr. — Halliday 
wanted more. He went to; Mr. 
Power, Liberal member ~ior 
Quebec, and gothim to intervene. 
Instead of standing by the signed 
contract, tne minister had the 
deputy write to the Quebec agent 
for a recommendation. Mr. 
Gregory evidently knew what 
was expected of him, and advised 
that the contractor be paid $200 
per day, with deductions when 


the boat was so busy in private/ 


business that the Marine service 
was delayed. This recommen- 
dation was accepted’ and payment 
was finally made at the rate of 
$200 per day, less $20 deductions, 


or $180 net, dating back to the 


beginning of the service. 
A HANDSOME GRATUITY. 


‘The additional allowance.given 
to the contractors above their 
contract price was over $60U0. 
Former Deputy -Minister Gour- 
deau was called, but could give 
no reason why the contract’ was 
Changed. He observed that if 
the terms were found too low it 
was, of course, proper to make 
new ones, which shows that the 
department in his time had an 
utter disregard for contracts and 
responsibility, There were var- 
ious items of extras, and alto- 
gether Halliday’s bills for the 
“King Edward”: were: $30,400. 
This amount was paid in 1905. 


A STRANGE STORY, 


There ig no. doubt about this 
but the witnesses contradict each 
other on the question of the rake 
off. Mr. Van Felson then Quebec 
manager of the People’s bank of 
Halifax, advanced money during 
1904 to Halliday Bros. and took 
power of attorney to collect their 
account from: the government. 
This avcount was not paid for a 
ear and concerning it the banker 
gives the following sensational 
story: : 

Sefore the acvounts were _paid 
Assistant Accountant Boudreau 
came to the bank and told Van 
Felson that he was there to settle 
the account, but that before it 
was paid he, and others, ‘‘were to 
have something.’’ Van Felson 
at first protested against the hold 
up, then mentioned $1,000 and 
$2,000, which sums were re- 
jected as too small, Boudreau 
observing that he himself would 
get nothing if. only $2,000 was 
paid. Thereupon $3,000 was pro- 
posed and accepted. The bank 
manager informed Halliday of 
this demand, and the latter after 
some protest, conuluded to pay 
it, saying that since he had been 
kept waitirg a year for his money 
he would probably be held up 
longer if he refused. On‘ his 
authority Van Felson drew three 
cheques: of $1,000 each, on as 
many banks, obtained the money 
and gaveit in three parcels to 
Boudreau for himself and two 
associates. 


Van Felson’s statement is sup- 
ported by Mr. Lawrence, then 
accountant at the bank, who 
swears that the manager called 
his attention to Brodreau at the 
morning visit, that he saw Bou- 
dreau there in the afternoon, 
heard Van Felson say he was 
going out for money, and saw 
him on his return with large bills 
which he showed the accountant. 

Boudreau himself swears that 
he did not get. the money, and 
had nosuch conversation with 
Van Felson, and that. the state- 
ments of the manager and au- 
countant are entirely false. 
Halliday it seems, has a curiously 
vague recollection of his nego- 
tiations with the government and 
the financialtransaction generally. 
He does notrecallthe conversation 
with Boudreau, and contradicts 
the banker’s'story as to the Bou- 
dreau transaction.

before the pork commission on 
Monday relative’ to the co- 
operative packing plant system 
of Denmark, with which he_ is 
familiar by personal experience. 
This system has.been in operation 
for many years and has_ been 
found to work with uniform suc- 
cess and it cannot but be helpful 
in the consideration of the pro- 
blem which the “commission are 
investigating. 

The Danish is a co-operative 
system of farmers alone, as dis- 
tinguished from a co-operative 
system with government assia- 
tance or under government 
supervision and control. The 
farmers build and own the plants 
and operate them for their own 
benefit, the government having 
no part nor*lot in the matter, 
aside from assisting in securing 
proper transportation facilities 
and in finding markets for the 
prod acts. 

The farmers of a locality de- 
siring to start a packing concern 
associate themselves and sign 
bonds making them jointly and 
severally liable for the money 
put into the erection and the 
equipment of the building. If 
the enterprise is successful the 
bonds are repaid from the profits 
in annual sums or by means of 
an annual! sinking fund. Only 
in the event of it being unable to 
pay expenses and set aside the 
sinking fund are the signers 
called on to make good the deficit 
by redeeming the bonds. 

On the security of these bonds 
money is borrowed with which to 
build and equip the establishment 
being paid in annual installments 
from the procceeds of operation 
or by means of a sinking fund 
drawn from the same source. 

Money for the operation of the 
enterprise is also borrowed from 
year to year, the yearly loan 
being repaid at the close of the 
season and more borrowed ‘to 
curry on the operations during 
the next. 

The farmers elect the directors 
who with an expert manager, 
operate the plant, set aside the 
sinking fund and repay the 
current loans from the proceeds 
and distribute the balance among 
the patrons according to the 
numbey of hogs each supplies. 

To ensure business for the con- 
cern, the farmers moying for its 
inception, agree to supply that 
necessary number of hogs. This 
may have been found to do, even 
despite the efforfs of private 
competiting firms to buy up the 
hog supply and thus leave the 
co-operative plant idle. 

Some advantages of this system 
are readily apparent. The initial 
cost of the enterprise is not made 
an immediate burden either on 
the government or the farmers, 
It is built on the credit of the 
shareholders and only in the 
event of failure are they 
called upon to put money into it. 

| 


ach’ shareholder is bound 
both by agreement and by his 
own financial considerations to 
sell his hogs to the co-operative 
plant instead of elsewhere. Ifhe 
does not do so he endangers the 
success ofthe enterprise and 
increases his own liability to be 
called upon for money to make 
up a deficit. This ensures the 
plant the raw _ material 
carrying on business. : 

Against the possibility of failure 
the active personal interest of the, 
farmers is enlisted. Owning their 
own plant and managing it, they 
are directly and individually in-| 
volved in making it a success, 
much more so than if it belonged 
to the government in whole or in 
part. They are in the position of 
shareholders who stand to make 
money or lose money according 
as they make a success or a 
failure of the enterprise. é 

In some respects this system 
resembles the policy of creamery 
construction and operation adopt- 
ed in Alberta, and in some it 
differs. The chief point of differ- 
ence is that the provincial gov- 
ernment’ equips the creamery, 
operates it and markets the pro- 
duct, retaining a sum from the 
proceeds to recoup the cost of 
plant. In the Danish system the 
farmers undertake the establish- 
ment and management of the 
enterprise on their own respon- 
sibility, the government putting 
no money into it and assuming 
no responsibility for its operation 
or results. 

Whatever the conclusion to 
which the commissioners may 
come, this evidence must be help- 
ful in the consideration of the 
problem here and in the for- 
mulation of a policy for meeting 
the case. That the system has 
been found to work well in Den- 
mark does not necessarily imply 
that it would work equally well 
here, thoughethere seem to be 
many good reasons for thinking 
it would do so. How far, if at all, 
it would have, to be modified to 
meet the conditions of Alberta, 
and in what direction the modifi- 
cation would lie, are matters for 
the commission. Particularly is it 
worthy of consideration if; or how 
far, the government should go in 
promoting the system beyond the 
part taken by the Danish gov- 
ernment, that is the securing of 
shipping facilities and the location 
of markets,

Castro. Leaves Venezuela To 
Fate. 


Berlin, Dec. 24.—Cipriano 
Castro to-day, gave a statement 
to the Associated Press, which 
amounts virtually to the abandon- 
ment of his present claims to tho 
Presidency of the Venezuelan 
Republic. This statement follows: 
After taking cognizance of every- 
thing in the newspapers from 
Venezuela, I doubt the attitude 
therein attributed to the present 
government of Caracas, but I will 
have more to say on this subject 
when I am in better health and 
when I have full knowledge’ of 
what has occurred. 

‘In any eventI shall place no 
difficulties in the way of the pre- 
sent administration of Venezuela’ 
in settling the pending contro- 
versies with foreign governments, 
even if this should involve my 
own withdrawel from acting in 
the affaira of the nation.” 

Castro will remain for two 
weeks longer in the private 
sanitorium of Dr. Israel. He 
will give out no information con- 
cerning his future plans, —
